That we will not forsake the assembling of ourselves together, 
but will uphold the public worship of God and the ordinances of His 
house. 

That we will not omit closet and family religion at home, nor 
neglect the great duty of religiously training our children and those 
under our care, for the service of Christ and engagement of heaven. 

That as we are the Light of the World and the Salt of the Harth, 
we will seek Divine aid to enable us to deny ungodliness and every 
worldly lust, and to walk circumspectly in the world, that we may 
win the souls of men. 

That we will cheerfully contribute of our property, according as 
God has prospered us, for the maintenance of a faithful and Hivan- 
gelical Minister among us, for the support of the poor and to spread 
the gospel over the earth. 

That we will in all conditions, even till death, strive to live to the 
glory of Him who hath called us out of darkness into His marvelous 
light and may the God of Peace who brought again from the dead, 
our Lord Jesus, that great Shepherd of the sheep, through the 
blood of the everlasting Covenant, make us perfect in every good 
work to do His will, working in us that which is well pleasing in 
His sight through Jesus Christ to whom be glory for ever and ever.

PREAMBLE AND CONSTITUTION. 


Whereas, The people of God are commanded to strive together 
in union of interest and effort for the advancement of Christ’s King- 
dom among men; therefore, we, the Missionary Baptists of this 
section of North Carolina agree to form ourselves into an Associa- 
tion for mutuai help having in view the following objects: 

1. The establishment of Union among our Churches upon princi- 
ples embracing discipline, government and organization. 

2. To encourage among the brethren by all means self-reliance, 
education and general improvements; to extend the Gospel as far 
as our ability will permit; to secure these ends we pledge ourselves 
to God and to each other to sustain the principles embodied in this 
our Constitution. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Article 1. This body shall be known as the Western Union Baptist 
Association. 

Art. 2. It shall be the object of this Association to aid and encour- 
age the work of the churches in establishing Christ’s Kingdom 
among men; to aid and encourage Home and Foreign Missions, 
the Colored Orphan Asylum, Ministerial and General Education and 
a Relief Fund for old and decrepit members. 

Art. 3. This Association shail be composed of churches and 
members who are in good standing in regular Missionary Baptist 
Churches, viz: Hach church representing shall be entitled to send 
three (3) delegates. Ministers pastoring churches or connected with 
churches by membership belonging to this Association, shall be 
considered qualified members, and all visiting ministers in good and 
regular standing with his Church and Association may become an 
Annual member of this body by the payment of 50 cents and may be 
admitted to a seat in the body with all the privileges except that of 
voting; and other members may become annual members by the 
payment of twenty-five (25) cents; any member may become a Life 
Member by the payment of two ($2) dollars; any church may repre- 
sent annually by the payment of five (5) cents per member, two 
(2) cents of which shall be Educational Funds and the remainder 
may be used for expenses and missions of the Association. 

Art. 4. The officers of this. Association shall be a President, Vice- 
President, Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer, 
Auditor, an Executive Board of seven and a Presbytery of five mem- 
bers, all of which shall be elected annually and must be duly quali- 
fied Iimembers of the Association, 

Art. 5. All the above officers shall perform such duties as devolve 
upon them, and especially the following: The President and Secre- 
tary shall sign all orders on the Treasurer; the Treasurer shall hold 
all monies and valuable papers belonging to the Association and 
shall pay all orders on the Treasurer that are properly signed and
